judged him to pny .l'1513sGd and costs. 
Drivers of vehicles, equestrians and 
pedostriaqs complain seriously of both 
iocbmotiviis and bicycles oo public 
roads, and it behooves both to use with 
great circumspection the rights and 
privileges which the law affords them.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPR 
Da.szio, Sept. 10.— Emperor Wil- 
liam of Germany, Crown Prince li'rod 
orick William and Grand Duko .Mock 
lenburg, wearing thi; Russinn unifonu, 
left here at noon to-day for NuFalni 
wasscr to meet the emperor of Russia. 
Bismarck, who had an liour's visit with 
Emperor "William during tlit; morning, 
followed immediately. The route to 
tho railway station was lined with 
students and a luiniber of iinpcrial 
guards who eheorod entliiisiasticallv. 
'i'he emperors will dine to-iiiorrow on 
the llohenzoUerii. .\ Russian ship 
canii; in sight at 11 ;30 this inoining. 
It wa.s said that the pre.sence of His 
niarok and the I'u.ssirin foreign minis 
ter, Giers, it the meeting of the einppr 
ors, can but conlirm tin f;u-or;ibl<; im 
prcHsioii caused by the propo.'-pd meet 
ing, as it is con.sidi'ied a guarantee 
that even the few hours which tho iwti 
statesmen pass: jtogethor ill- lipe sp^-nt 
in tho interest of po.i6o. The ineeting 
of the emperors was most .ifl'oot ionate. 
Thoy appeared to bo deeply niovnl and 
kissed each other .-.oN'oral liun'.-. Tlo 
greeting between llie cr.w ni.d I lir 
crown prince was very warm. The 
czar conversed witii Bismarck some 
time. The royal party then luiu-lied. 
Movements of the emperors through 
out the day were enveloped in uncor 
tainty, and arrangements were altered 
several times. They dined iil li. Scv 
oral members of the llussian secret po 
lice wore in tho streets on tlio arriv al 
of tho emperor at Danzig. Emjieroi 
William, ( 'rown Prince Frederick Wil- 
liam and Bismarck reached Nufalm 
wasser at 1 p.m. to-day, anil were imicli 
cheered, lunperor William jirocoedcd 
on board the imperial yacht ilohenzol 
lern, which steamed out of the harbor 
and was met by tlio llussian yacht 
with the czar on board. The ironclad 
squadron fired a salute. The two 
yachts were alongside of each oilier at 

2 p.m. The czar went on Ijoartl the 
1 loheiizollern and was cordially wel- 
comed. Tiie czar's yacht was accom- 
panied by two small inon of-war. At 

3 :30 the emperors drove into Danzig 
amid the pealing of bolls and a salute 
of artillery and batteries. 

Danzki, .Sept. 11. — The eonversa- 
tion between the czar and Priiieo P>is 
marck on board the German dispatch 
steamer HohenzoUcrn was long and 
serious. On their return to Danzig 
the czar seemed cs]>ecially pleased with 
the cordiality of his popular welcome. 
Bismarck is reported to be well satisfied 
with the result of the interview. 'J'lic 
Vienna Gnuitr. .says the interview is 
important as it shows that cfl'orts aro 
making to make the peace of Euroiie 
secure and perm.anent. The Berlin 
National Zeitinuj aHlrms that l-iis 
niarck, whom tho czar consuUed about 
the condiLion of Russia, advised the 
exlciision of agrarian and tinnneial re- 
forms. 

New York, Sept. 11. — The IFo/7i/'.v 
Loudon cablegram .says : It is under 
stood that the new British minister to 
Washington, Hon. Lionel Sackville, is 
delaying his dc[)artiire until news can 
be received that the president will be 
able to receive him. As he is a bache- 
lor Washington and New York may 
be interested to know that it is believed 
that the fair wife of iiis kinsman, ( 'orn- 
wallis West, lord lieutenant of Denbig 
shire, will go out to preside over the le- 
gation for a time.

'Tho uneasiness of Austria, 
particularly of Hungary, at tlic cordial 
relations of Russia and Germany is 
natural, for Austria prefers .solid tier- 
man friendship rather than the inoor 
poration of Russia in a triple alliance.
